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TAX RISE PASSES 
SCHOOL BONDS 
BEATEN, 10 BE 
RESUBMITTED 


Heavy Majority Ap- 
proves 26-Cent Rise 
in Operating Levy— 
Bonds Come Within 
3155 and 761 Votes.

Two bond issue propositions 
which were defeated by small 
margins in the special school 
election yesterday will be re-sub- 
mitted to the voters,.Board of 
Education President H. Lee 
Bruns said today. A proposal 
to increase the school operating 
tax by 26 cents was approved by 
a substantia! majority. 

The vote to authorize an op- 
erating tax of $1.77 on each $100 
assessed property valuation was 
65,830 for and 36,832 against. 

The new rate, which needed 
a simple majority vote for 
passage, will be in effect for two 
years. 

Vote on Bond Issues. 

The proposed $24,297,000 bond 
issue for school construction, 
expansion and modernization re- 
ceived 62,101 favorable votes and 
35,784 against it. This was 3155 
short of the two-thirds majority 
needed for passage. 


The vote on the proposed $5,- 
238,000 bond issue for fire safety 
improvements required under a 
new city ordinancé was 63,295 
for and 32,790 against. It failed 
to .receive the necessary two- 
thirds majority by only 761 
votes. 

On the school tax proposition, 
102,662 persons cast ballots. This 
represented 32 per cent of the 
registered voters, and was the 
largest turnout at a _ special 
school tax election since 1938, 
when 48 per cent of the voters 
went to the polls. 

Loses in Three Wards. 

The operating tax proposal 
failed to receive a majority in 
only three of the city’s 28 wards, 
the Tenth, Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth. 

While the large bond issue 
failed to receive the necessary 
two-thirds majority in 16 wards, 
there were only four wards, the 
Tenth, Twelfth, Thirteenth and 
Twenty-seventh, which did not 
give it at least a simple ma- 
jority. 

Fourteen wards voted ap- 
proval of the fire safety bond 
issue by the needed two-thirds 
margin, and 14 did not. Only in 
the Thirteeenth Ward did the 
negative votes exceed the favor- 
able votes. 

Board President Bruns and 
Philip J. Hickey expressed 
pleasure at passage of the oper- 
ating tax proposal, most of 
which will be used to give 3750 
teachers a pay increase. They 
said they were disappointed at 
the failure of the bond issue 
proposals. 

Hickey declared that the “‘fail- 
ure of the $24,297,000 bond issue 
simply means that some school 
children will be forced to con- 
tinue classes in corridors and 
basements, and others will con- 
tinue to be transported out of 
overcrowded school districts by 
bus.”’ 

Bond Reduction Opposed. 

Both Bruns and Oscar A. Ehr- 
hardt, who was chairman of the 
School Board committee which 
prepared the bond issue pro- 
posals, said they opposed reduc- 
ing the amounts of the bond 
propositions when they are re- 
submitted.

About 300,000 See 
Khrushchev Ride to 
Arch of Triumph 
With De Gaulle, _

PARIS, March 23 (UPI) — 
Premier Khrushchev began a 
state visit to France today under 
tight security wraps. About 300,- 
000 Frenchmen lining the 
Champs Elysees saw him ride to 
the Arch of Triumph with Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle. 
Khrushchey appeared grim- 
faced and tired during the drive 
up the broad boulevard. This was 
in sharp contrast to the smiles 
he radiated on his arrival at Orly 
airport after a five-hour flight 
from Moscow this morning. 


The crowd that turned out to 
see the Soviet leader was fav- 
ored by warm spring weather as 
well as by the efforts of the 
French Communist party which 
brought thousands of supporters 
into the capital. But the throng 
was smaller than the 500,000 who 
showed up to cheer President 
Eisenhower when he made the 
same drive in September. 

Tired But Smiling. 

Upon. his arrival by jetliner, 
Khrushchev emerged smiling 
but looking a little tired from 
the attack of influenza that had 
forced postponement of his 11- 
day visit. 

De Gaulle gave him a hearty 
personal greeting and told him 
France was “ready to listen to 
you and to make you listen to 
us ’”? 


“Today, in the troubled world 
in which we live, your country 
has an important part to play 
and which it will play in bringing 
peace to men,” De Gaulle said. 
Khrushchev paid high. tribute 
to De Gaulle and France, saying 
he hoped the meetings between 
himself and the French Presi- 
dent ‘“‘will lead to better under- 
standing between our two coun- 
tries.” 

Khrushchev said he and other 
Soviet leaders had been travel- 
ing in many countries trying to 
improve world understanding. 
He likened this to dismantling 
unexploded bombs left over from 
World War II. 

“These shells and these bombs 
areescorroded by rust,” he said, 
‘“‘and one runs a great risk in 
unearthing them. But to leave 
them intact is to expose your- 
self to even greater risk.’ 

The crowd at the airport num- 
bered about 2000, held down by 
the security arrangements. 

De Gaulle and Khrushchev 
shook hands firmly. Khrushchev 
expressed his pleasure at meet- 
ing the man “who did not bow 
his head after the (Nazi) occu- 
pationists.”’ 

De Gaulle replied that Khrush- 
chev came “from a great coun- 
try . . . which was at France’ s 
side during the worst of wars.’ 

After the speeches, De Gaulle 
and Khrushchev entered an open 
car and drove into Parisgwith 
Khrushchev waving his hat at 
spectators. 

60,000 Line Route. 

The crowds along the route

Nearly the whole Paris police 
force plus security guards were 
stationed on rooftops, at the 
airport and every 30 yards along 
the way.

Bill’s Provisions. 


The most controversial provi- 
sion is for referees to be ap- 
pointed by federal courts to help 
Negroes and others who com- 
plain of discrimination in voting. 
This provision is essentially the 
Eisenhower Administration pro- 
posal, with some democratic- 
backed modifications. 

In addition, the bill provides 
for federal prosecutions in situa- 
tions like the Little Rock, Ark., 
demonstrators against school de- 
segregation orders; federal pros- 
ecution of bombers who cross 
state lines; preservation of vot- 
ing records which federal inves- 
tigators may want to inspect and 
provision of schools for service- | 
meén’s children when public 
schools are closed to resist de- 
segregation. 

The legislation heading for the 
Senate, which has been unable 
to agree on its version despite 
a debate starting Feb. 15, repre- 
sents a series of compromises. 

The Administration referee 
provision went in with only re- 
luctant second-choice support of 
a number of northern and west- 
ern Democrats who preferred a 
plan for presidentially-appointed 
federal voting officials. 

Prospects in Senate 

The Senate was expected to 
take at least another week, with 
indications it still may pass its 
own bill instead of accepting 
that passed by the House. Such 
action could delay for weeks or 
months final passage of a civil 
rights bill.

NEW AIR CRASH 
EVIDENCE BACKS 
BOMB THEORY 


WILMINGTON, N.C., March 23 
(AP)—Government investigators 
assembled added bits of evidence 
today to prove that a bomb de- 
stroyed a big airliner with 34 
aboard near here last Jan. 6. 

The key testimony came from 
Martyn V. Clarke, Civil Aero- 
nautics Board aeronautical de- 
sign evaluation engineer who 
served as chairman of the struc- 
tures group for the crash investi- 
gation, and Bernard D. Doyle, 
also a CAB design evaluation en- 
yminger and chairman of the hu- 

an factors group. Their testi- 
mony pointed to Julian A. 
Frank, New York lawyer insured 
for more than $1,000,000, as the 
carrier of the bomb.. 

The CAB announced previously 
that a dynamite explosion 
touched off by a dry cell battery 
occurred inside the plane near 
a seat used by Frank. 

Frank’s body and some wreck- 
age stained with explosive ma- 
terials were found miles from 
the main part of the plane, 
where the bodies of the 33 other 
victims were. 

Pieces of wire unlike the wire 
used in an airplane, and a bit 
of brass like that from a battery, 
were recovered from the left! 
hand and arm of Frank, it was 
testified today. 

Inaddition a part of a leg and 
@ piece of Frank’s left trouser 
leg were found in the hatrack 
across the aisle from the huge 
hole in the right side of the 
plane through which Frank was 
hurled.

Clarke said that many tiny 
pieces of wire were found in’ 
floor wreckage.

could not be traced to wire used | 
in the aircraft, were similar in| 
size, appearance and composi- | 
tion to wire pieces found in| 
Frank’s left hand and arm, in| 
the floormat and in other wreck- | 
age pieces,” Clarke said. | 


He also reported that visors} 
tory examination of carpeting 
immediately ahead of and be- 
hind the missing floor area in 
the forward right side of the 
plane disclosed “‘the presence of 
foreign objects and residues, in- 
cluding small bits of thin steel 
wire necked down om each end 
as if pulled apart by unusually 
high forces, material particles 
from a blue aircraft-type zip- 
pered flight bag, and deposits 
of manganese dioxide, a sub- 
stance used in dry cell bat- 
teries.”’ 

“In summary, the initial dis- 
integration of the fuselage struc- 
ture in the Kure Beach area was 
the result of an explosion of 
dynamite in the passenger cabin 
on the right side in the vicinity 
of seats No. 6 and No. 7.” ..

A crowd of 2000, apparently 
most of it Communist, cheered 
Khrushchev when he arrived at 
his quarters in the Quai d’Orsay 
for a short rest. 

He had lunch at Elysee Palace

portunity to confer. 

During the drive along the 
Champs Elysees,. motorcycle 
police in a wedge formation 


made it virtually impossible for | 


anyone to get near Khrushchev. 
From ground level it was even 
difficult to see the squat Soviet 
Premier, sitting low in the open 
car beside the lanky De Gaulle. 

The boulevard was ablaze with 
red flags and tricolors. 

Near the Arch of Triumph, 
several groups of obvious Com- 
munist activists yelled, ‘‘Long 
live M. Khrushchev, champion 
of peace.”’ 

Soviet Flags Waved. 

Communist delegations from 
the suburbs waved big Soviet 
flags. 

At some points there were 
scattered shouts of ‘‘Budapest.”’ 
But these were rare, probably 
because of the massive turnout 
of police and soldiers guarding 
the avenue. 

After laying a wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
under the arch, Khrushchev 
looked sour-faced as he shook 
hands with French officers and 
ministers presented to him. 

Addressing an informal gath- 
ering at the Quai d’Orsay, 
Khrushchev said Russia has

De Gaulle planned further 
talks with Khrushchev tonight at 
dinner. In all, they will have a 
total of 12 hours to talk together 
before Khrushchev goes home. 

French newspapers, with some 
exceptions on the extreme right, 
urged Frenchmen to _ receive 
Khrushchev courteously. 

French security forces, to 
make sure there were no inci- 
dents, sent more than 800 Iron 
Curtain refugees to the island of 
Corsica for enforced ‘‘vaca- 
tions.””

Without questioning why an 
air base would suddenly need 
30,000 foot lockers, the Philadel- 
phia office sent out a call to 
various depots around the coun- 
try to round them up.

Humphrey appears to have 
learned a great deal from these 
early experiences. In the years 
that followed, he fought his way 
into the esteem of his colleagues 
by sheer hard work. He literally 
forced his elders to listen by 
being better informed and better 
prepared than almost anyone 
else, and on a variety of subjects. 


SENATE OBSERVERS are in 
general agreement that Hum- 
phrey has shown steady progress 
toward greater maturity, although 
he still has occasional lapses into 
rudeness. Today, he is considered 
a highly effective legislator who 
gets things done. Equally impor- 
tant, he is a full-fledged member 
of the “inner guard” which 
really runs the Senate.

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Now, Reform the School Board | 


The mixed results of the school election 
provide the School Board with both a cause 
for celebration and a problem. But they pro- 
vide St. Louisans generally with an obligation 
to ask basic questions about the organization 
of public education in the city. 


While the $1.77 operating levy won quite 
handily, the two bond proposals fell just short 
of the necessary two-thirds majorities re- 
quired for passage. Since both loans are es- 
sential to the proper functioning of the school 
system, the Board’s problem is when to re- 
submit them, It is a question of “when,” not 
“whether.” 


The results, considered along with the de- 
feat of the operating levy a year ago, sug- 
gest that a large body of voters has lost 
confidence in the School Board as presently 
constituted. In our judgment that confidence, 
so essential when it comes to passage of bond 
issue propositions, can be regained only by a 
thorough-going reform of the whole system, 
beginning at the top. The public will expect 
the present Board to carry out in good faith 
the administrative changes it promised in 
order to win the tax election. Beyond that, we 
believe St. Louisans should consider basic 
reorganization of the Board. 


Sixteen years ago almost to the day the 
Post-Dispatch advocated the creation of a 
smaller Board, a new method of selecting its 
members and a real merit system in the non- 
instruction as well as instruction departments. 
We now renew the proposal. 


As to the size of the Board, one of the seri- . 


ous handicaps to its proper functioning grows 
out of the fact that, with 12 members, it is 
the largest policy-making body of any school 
system in Missouri. Because of its size it is 
unwieldy, susceptible to bitter factionalism 
and a cover for incompetence and political 
opportunism. 

Most Missouri School Boards have only six 
members. If St. Louis must be different, a 
body of seven would seem logical both to help 
improve the quality of its membership and to 
improve its internal functioning. 

As to the method of selecting the smaller 
Board, we favor a plan resembling Missouri’s 
Nonpartisan Court Plan. Board members 
should be appointed by the Mayor from a list 
of nominees drawn up by a competent panel, 
with the public voting on each member after, 
say, two years of his six-year term have 
expired. 

Several advantages would accrue from such 
a method. Outstanding citizens who now re- 
fuse to beg ward heelers for the indorsements 
that are essential to election would accept ap- 


pointment to the Board, and this would raise 
its tone considerably. With a smaller Board 
and with a two-year observation period, each 
member's record would be more likely to be 
generally known, and informed voting would 
result. Moreover this method would make it 
possible for the electorate to avoid having to 
take a chance on unknowns er respond to 
political appeals. The nominating panel should 
be able to keep out incompetents and political 
hacks. : 


We think the nominating panel might well 
be composed of the heads of Washington and 
St. Louis universities, the president of the 
Parent-Teachers’ Association, the head of the 
Public Library, the presidents of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Bar Association, League of 
Women Voters and Social Planning Council 
and include a labor leader, a Negro leader 
and other representative citizens. 


As to the merit system, it should be inde- 
pendently administered, much like that adopt- 
ed by the city, with a civil service com- 
mission appointed from outside the school 
system. Its jurisdiction would include all 
school jobs except those dealing directly with 
instruction. Teachers are now chosen on 
merit and have tenure.

A thorough-going reform of the statutes 
governing public education in St. Louis also 
should include changes in those laws that 
require St. Louis to run a system with four 
independent executives and operate an archi- 
tectural department whether necessary or not. 


The Board should be permitted to organize 
the system under the most efficient method 
it can develop. It should be liberated from 
laws written in Jefferson City to perpetuate 
ward control in St. Louis. 

How could these reforms be brought about? 
There are two possible routes, through legis- 
lative enactment or through the initiative 
process. Neither would be easy. But per- 
haps the way to start would be with the St. 
Louis delegation to the General Assembly that 
will be convening next January. The final 
date for filing for party nomination for the 
18 House seats and four of the seven Senate 
seats representing St. Louis is April 26. There 
is still time to make sure that at least one 


“prospective nominee in each party in every 


district favors taking the St. Louis schools out 
of politics. 

Do St. Louisans want to improve their 
school system? If the answer is Yes, then 
they will have to organize now to get the 
necessary. reform bilis through the Legisla- 
ture. Failing that, they will have to employ 
the initiative machinery to bring the issue 
before the people. 


Florida to Cuba—and Trouble 

The prevention of all unauthorized plane 
flights from the United States to Cuba would 
do much to improve relations between the 
two countries. The Justice Department, after 
consultation with the Federal Aviation Agency 
and the State Department last November, did 
begin a campaign to eliminate these trouble- 
making flights. But there is evidence that 
more needs to be done. 

Fidel Castro being what he is, it has to be 
expected that Cuba will make the most of any 
rumor or incident which can be magnified 
into an allegation against the United States. 
Almost since Castro took over, there has been 
charge after charge of Americans in small 
planes fire-bombing cane fields, bombing 
towns and smuggling out anti-revolutionists. 
Some of these charges have been true. An 
American and a Cuban were killed last month 
in a Florida-based plane which exploded ap- 
parently as it was making a bombing run 
over a sugar mill. Two Americans in another 
Florida-based plane were shot down last Mon- 
day and accused of sneaking in to pick up 
four Cubans who were arrested at the scene. 

Perhaps the 100 extra federal agents who 
were sent to Florida and the requirement for 


filing of flight plans on Cuban trips were - 


not sufficient. Since the Justice Department 
said it would “institute continuous vigilant 
guard to prevent unauthorized flights to 
Cuba,” it is obligated to do all that is neces- 
sary to keep foolhardy soldiers-of-fortune 
from committing acts which embarrass the 
United States. Do the Cuban anti-Castro 
groups in Florida need more surveillance? 
Could Coast Guard planés, ships and radar sta- 
tions be used to advantage in checking un- 
lawful plane flights? 

Unless more positive action is taken to dem- 
onstrate our neutrality to the touchy Castro 
the new effort of Ambassador Philip Bonsal 
to promote better relations with Cuba is going 
to be seriously hampered. 


Not So Golden Youth 


Contemporary America has been called 
youth-minded. So mueh stress is put on youth 
that some adults are almost afraid to act like 
adults. Beginning with widely read “baby 
books,” and continuing with pre-school activi- 
ties, child guidance, life-adjustment courses 
and more and more years in school, more is 
being done for youth than ever'before. _ 

Yet it seems that never before has there 
been so much complaining about the young. 
Several million persons have met in all parts 
of the country preliminary to the White House 
Conference on Children and Youth which 
opens next week in Washington. And the 
chief product has been a rather appalling list 
of shortcomings. 

Juvenile delinquency, of course, has been 
in the headlines for some time. But it also 
was found that many of the young are under 
increasing tensions and pressures. They are 
depressed. They have no initiative. They 
are conformist. They have a declining sense 
of values. They have little ambition. They 
do not know what to do with their leisure. 
They cannot write. They do not read. They 
just don’t care. And the favored seem to be 
almost as bad off as the underprivileged. 

When people set out to make a list of trou- 
bles, they inevitably look at the back side of 
the coin. They must. By no means is every 
youngster going to the dogs. Yet the list is 
formidable enough to raise the question of 
why, in view of our efforts, the results are 
so disappointing. The Washington conference 
might make its greatest contribution by clar- 
ifying the question of just what we expect 
of the young. 

Do we expect them to become discriminat- 
ing, upright citizens? Then should we not in- 
sist on more good reading and tolerate less 
entertainment? Do we want them to be gen- 
uinely educated, or do we see the diploma 
only as a status symbol? Do we expect them 


to serve society? Then why not more oppor- 
tunities to help in feeding, clothing, shelter- 
ing, healing, teaching and governing? Why 
do we under-pay such self-justifying profes- 
sions as that of the teacher? Why do we di- 
vert so much to what is superfluous, if not 
frivolous? 


The values of youth are not likely to be 
very different from the values of the adult. 
The old still make the world into which they 
bring the young. 


To Increase Exports 


President Eisenhower has announced an 
export development program that should help 
—though how much cannot be foreseen—to 
correct the United States balance-of-payments 
deficit. The goal, it is reported, will be to 
increase this country’s commercial exports 
by as muchas four billion dollars, or 25 per 
cent, in the next two years, 


A feature of the program is to be a federal 
guarantee of short-term export credit arrange- 
ments to protect sellers of consumer goods 
from losses due to actions by foreign govern- 
ments. This will be handled through the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. Such insurance would re- 
move one barrier to additional exports—the 
fear of sudden imposition of foreign exchange 
restrictions by the customer’s government. 


The program also contemplates the dispatch 
of more United States trade missions to seek 
out potential buyers of United States goods 
and the assignment of trade experts to United 
States embassies to pursue the same objective. 
A modest five million dollars or so will be 
sought to finance the program, which consists 
in part of co-ordinating and re-emphasizing 
some measures the government already has 
undertaken. 


Mixed reaction to the idea is reported with- 
in the Administration. Pessimists maintain 
that these “hard sell” tactics will not counter- 
act the simple fact that higher prices must 
often be charged for United States goods. 
Still, the Administration is right to try to in- 
crease exports by all available means. If 
measures such as this fail, the country may 
have to consider a form of export subsidy to 
enable some United States products to com- 
pete in the world market. 


Sukarno’s New Parliament 

President Sukarno’s plan for a new “mutual 
help” Indonesian parliament apparently 
would exclude representatives of the anti- 
Communist Moslem Masjumi party, which re- 
ceived 21 per cent of the votes in the 1955 
election, the second-largest total. Its elimina- 
tion from the new parliament would be a 
victory for Indonesian Communists, who have 
tried to discredit the pro-Western Masjumi 
by every possible means. 


Dr. Sukarno is represented as irritated with 
the Masjumi because some of its leaders have 
been outspoken in their criticism of his pro- 
gram of “guided democracy.” These leaders 
have complained that a true democracy can- 
not be guided, and their criticism is exempli- 
fied in the very action Dr. Sukarno is taking. 

Last March 5 Dr. Sukarno suspended the 
elected parliament, in which the Masjumi held 
57 of the 257 seats, and promised to “re- 
organize” it. It appears now that one of the 
main qualifications for membership in the 
new body is support for “guided democracy.” 
Dr. Sukarno announced that the membership 
would be disclosed before he leaves early in 
April for a two-month foreign tour (which 
may take him to Cuba). 

With Indonesia staggering from inflation 
and drifting politically, it seems strange that 
Dr. Sukarno feels his position is secure 


enough to allow him to leave the country for | 


an. extended period. Foreign relations, like 
charity, begins at home, and Dr. Sukarno 
should put his own house in order before 
venturing too much abroad. ae

‘ Negroes in ‘Black Belt’ Area Say New Civil Rights Law Would Not Aid Them

NEWTON, Ga. .- 

Voting-rights proposals before Con- 
gress promise the Negro little help 
when viewed in the framework of this 
Black Belt community. Elections in 
Baker county are considered ‘‘white 
folk’s business.” 

Leaders of both races said they fore- 
saw no change in the situation, no 
matter what Congress did. 

Although the county’s Negroes out- 
number whites by about 1000, not one 

Negro is regis- 
tered.

The reason given is a fear of the 
economic and physical reprisals that 
might be the lot of any Negro who 
sought to register. 

*I don’t want my throat cut,”’ one 
man commented in explaining why he 
would make no effort to register even 
if a federal voting law was passed. 

“It doesn’t make any difference what 
Congress and the Supreme Court say 
the law is,”’ declared a white overseer. 
“It won't. make a damn in Baker 
county, not during this generation.’ 

Many students of race relations have 
cited this atmosphere of intimidation 
in criticizing the voter-referee plans 
being debated in Washington. They 
contend that Negroes would be reluc- 
tant to seek relief under the provisions 
of these measures in most counties of 
the Black Belt. 


This narrow band of dark soil and 
Negro majorities, which curves across 
the region from the Virginia Tidewater 
to the East Texas pine barrens, is the 
chief target of the proposed legislation. 
Elsewhere in the South, most persons 
concede, apathy is the major barrier 
to increased Negro—and white—regis- 


tration. 


No Voters in 29 Counties 


Twenty-nine Black Belt counties have 
no Negroes on the voting rolls, accord- 
ing to the Southern Regional Council. 
Negroes register with difficulty in 
others. 

The council’s executive director, 
Harold C. Fleming, once said that the 
“typical county in which Negroes are 
disfranchised is a rural county in the 
old plantation belt where large land- 
holdings and farming are the major 
way of life, where there is little or no 
industry, farm tenancy is high, years 
of educational achievement low, and 
per capita income low. The percent- 
age of Negroes in the population is 
high, 50 per cent or more.”’ 

Baker county fits that description 
well. The stretch of gently rolling flat- 
land, checkered by stands of pine, 
pasture and fields of peanuts, lies in 
Georgia’s southwest corner. 

Three plantations cover much of its 
area. Two are owned by Northerners 
—Richard K. Mellon of New York and 
Hill Blackett, a retired Chicago adver- 
tising executive. The third and largest, 
Ichauway, is the property of R. W. 
Woodruff of Atlanta, board chairman 
of the Coca-Cola Co. The county is 
famous for its quail hunting. President 
Eisenhower has visited Ichauway on 
several occasions. 

A few small farmers are prosperous.

However, he contended that he and 
the two other registrars would put 
them on the books if they applied and 
were found qualified. 

The registrar, a soft-spoken, hospita- 
ble man, invited Paul Phipps, a Negro 
carpenter, to the Jones home to dis- 
cuss the problem with a visitor. Mr. 
Phipps’s wife is a school teacher in 
Newton. 

“I would be an ingrate,” said the 
registrar, turning to the Negro, “‘if I 
didn’t tell him what the implications 
would be if his wife attempted to reg- 
ister. To put it bluntly, she would 
lose her job.’ 

The carpenter said he and his wife 
were qualified, and Mr. Jones agreed 
that this was probably true. Mr. 
Phipps then asserted that they should 
be -permitted to vote, ‘‘but we can’t 
register.” 

Why? 

“Well, I've got to live,” he replied. 
“I don’t want my job cut off and my 
wife’s job cut off.’ 

Mr. Phipps said other Negroes would 
take the same view of federal voting 
legislation. 

“I know the law may be passed,” 
he explained, “but we've got to live 
here in Baker county.”

IN THE NAME OF CONSCIENCE: 
THE TESTAMENT OF A SOVIET 
SECRET AGENT, by Nikolai Khok- 
hley, (David McKay, 365 pgs., $4.50.) 


Mr. Nikolai Khokhlov is not unknown 
to the American public. Having testi- 
fied before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, written for 
various magazines, and made personal 
appearances on TV, Khokhlov became - 
well-known as the Soviet secret agent 
who defected to the West. 

The ‘‘testament” of Nikolai Khokhlov 
is a gripping tale of the education of 
a Soviet secret agent. A student at 
the University of Moscow at the time 
of the German invasion of Russia, 
Khokhlov was soon deeply involved in 
cere work behind the enemy’s 

ines. 


In this work he managed to plant 
a bomb which killed the Nazi Gauv- 
leiter known as the ‘Butcher of 
Byelorussia.”” This success brought 
the author to the attention of Russia’s 


- M.V.D,, the terror organization, in 


charge of espionage, elimination of 
enemies of the state, etc. 

. What differentiated Khokhlov from 
the rest of the agents was that he had 
a conscience. By listening to his con- 
science and to his wife, Yanina; who 


_ equally abhorred the work her hus- 


band was forced to do, the author’ 
vividly describes his struggle to escape 
from the net of an organization which 
specialized in eliminating all those 
who opposed the system they were 
trained to protect. Khokhlov’s choice 
pond simple one: obey or be elim- 
inated. 


In April of 1954 the author was sent

to Germany with explicit orders to kill 
the leader of a Russian anti-Communist 
organization. His training for the job 
was thorough and Khokhlov vividly 
describes the various training methods 
and weapons a Soviet agent has at his 
disposal. 


Nikolai Khokhlov’s training and in- 
doctrination, the fear for his and his 
wife’s life should he fail, all these con- 
siderations were not strong enough to 
still the inner voice which commanded 
him “thou shall not kill.”” Obeying his 
conscience, Khokhlov surrendered to 
the allied authorities and announced to 
the free world all the details of his 
mission. 


It is at this juncture that Khokhlov’s 
account takes on its grimmest aspect. 
This is the account of the failure to 
rescue Yanina—a failure in which 
United States Embassy officials in 
Moscow prove their ineptness—and the 
attempts by other Soviet agents to 
murder Nikolai Khokhlov after his de- 
fection. 


Khokhlov’s testament is the story of 
two young people who demanded noth- 
ing else from life than to be left alone 
and obey the voice of their conscience. 
It is an outstanding account of life in 
the Soviet Union in which a citizen 
can be picked to commit murder re- 
gardless of whether his nature lends 
itself for such a purpose or not. It is 
heartening to discover that in spite 
of the training and indoctrination So- 
viet youth is undergoing there are still 
those whose conscience and soul can 
rise ahove the godless commands of 
an infernal system.

But with the help of sportsmen, 
farmers, rural mail carriers 
and many others, it—at least in 
Butler county—was a job well 
done.

| THE BING CROSBY-PERRY COMO FIESTA on NBC-TV 
the other night was just dbout the best whingding to come 
plong on television—at least, on this particular alley of tele- 
WVision—since the Fred Astaire show. I'm sorry I missed the 
first Crosby-Como show on ABC-TV. 

. Like the Astaire show, it’s hard to put your finger on 
just why this was such a marvelous hour.

Leonard traced the ‘‘republic’”’ clear back to its beginnings 
as Santa Domingo, the place Columbus discovered. He 
talked to people of all hues of opinion including one Edward 
Pauley, an American business man with a Southern accent, 
who said: ‘“‘The people are happy. You go out in the country 
and, damn it, the people are happy.”’ He also talked to natives 
who considered Trujillo a god. And, of course, those who 
considered him the personification of evil. 

We saw the cockfights, the polo, the squalor, and a good 
deal of the sheer preposterousness of it all (such as a 
Dominican court sentencing Castro and the President of 
Venézuela to 30 years hard labor). Very revealing was an 
interview with Trujillo in an absent-minded mood. The tyrant 
was asked whether he resented that word dictator, and he 


burst out laughing and said: ‘No no no no.” It was scary.

How Progress Comes to the Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


LATELY there has been much 
publicity about the iron strikes 
at Pea Ridge between Potosi and 
Sullivan—and also about the 
great new lead discovery near 
the small village of Viburnum. 
The first of these is 60 miles 
northwest of us and the second 
is 40 miles directly west. Both 
are deep-shaft operations which 
deface the countryside far less 
than do the strip mining opera- 
tions for barite or tiff that make 
an ugly spectacle of the area 
along Highway 21 just north of 
Old Mines. 

The Pea Ridge mine has 
sparked the building of 40 miles 
of standard-gauge railroad from 
Cadet on the Missouri Pacific 
out to the mines; probably the 
largest main-line track-laying 
project of recent years. 


At Viburnum, headquarters 
of the lead discovery, a mod- 
ern town is rounding into shape 
to house 2500 or more people. 
Homes in the $25,000 bracket 
seem about average. Super- 
markets are going in, as well 
as other business establish- 
ments. 


The Potosi Independent-Jour- 
nal edits a special Viburnum 
section and there will soon be— 
or already is—a branch of the 
Potosi bank on the spot. New 
taxes will flow to the coffers of 
some of the poorest Ozark coun- 
ties, including our own. And 
while we may selfishly regret 
the influx of a new and non- 
indigenous population, it looks 


as if better financial times are 
ahead for the region. 
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We were not surprised, picking 
up a recent edition of the In- 
dependent-Journal, to read that 


‘the Viburnum town council had

PATTY McCORMACK, a 
youngster who has the dubious 
distinction of having inspired 
multitudes to wish to turn her 
over their knees, was in town 
the other day and I set out to 
interview her with mixed emo- 
tions. 

I remembered the cold, specu- 
lative, cat-eyed manner in which 
she regarded her potential vic- 
tims in “The Bad Seed.”’ Then 
too, I remembered her as the 
cute youngster called ‘“‘Inge- 
borg” who brightened the “I 
Remember Mama’’ television 
series. And who could forget 
her memorable portrayal of 
Helen Keller as a child in the 
“Playhouse 90” production (now 
a play on Broadway titled ‘“‘The 
Miracle Worker’) which won 
her a Sylvania award. 


Patty turned out to be none 
of these. Instead of the com- 
pletely self-possessed person 
she appears to be on stage, 
screen and television, I found 
myself talking: to a budding 
teen-ager who is shy, modest, 
demure to the point of being 
almost inarticulate, and afflicted 
with that trademark of the teen- 
ager, a disconcerting tendency 
to giggle.

LINOLEUM IS pretty rugged 
stuff and if it’s of good quality to 
begin with it will‘last for many 
years if given proper care. Even 
when the pattern begins to show 
signs of wear it’s often possible 
to get a few more years of 
service by painting the floor cov- 
ering with floor enamel. In time, 
however, even paint won’t help 
and then the thing to do is to 
remove the old linoleum and put 
down new.

Our Troubles With Cuba 


NEW YORK, March 23. 
OUR RELATIONS with Cuba are at a very precarious 
stage. “Yet, this is an island so near to us that we would 
be able to come to understandings and to work together 
sympathetically. 


I don’t question the Cubans’ right—if they wish to change 
their land policy—to retake land acquired by foreign interests. 
But I do think the Cubans should negotiate on a proper basis 
of indemnification. For these foreign interests have invested 
considerable in looking toward the future. And though at 
the present time the Cubans may think that their future 
business may come from other sources, there is no doubt 
in my mind that in the long run the United States will prove 
to be their best market and also their best source for invest- 
ment money. 3 


It is a very unfortunate situation at present that whatever 
we do seem to do it in a way that irritates and brings 
out some protest from Cuban officials. Perhaps we are 
forgetting, in dealing with smaller countries, that it is im- 
portant to think about the little things that might hurt their 
dignity. This is an area where perhaps we are not as 
‘careful as we should be, 


sensitive to small slights as a smaller nation is bound to be. 


I am very hopeful that the United States and 
the Soviet Union are actually going to be able to take 
some steps toward disarmament in their present meet- 
ings. It is so important that we come to some under- 
standing that would start us on the way toward our 
desired objective—a reduction of military arms— 
that I hope we will not insist on having everything 
just the way we want it. 


There seems at last to be a possibility of really saving 
Carnegie Hall, here in New York. The bill sponsored by 
State Senator MacNeil Mitchell and approved by the Legis- 

- lature permits a city to acquire by condemnation any prop- 
erty ‘“‘of historical or esthetic interest or value.” 


There is no question that Carnegie Hall is such a property. 
Even though the new Lincoln Center will have facilities for 


concerts, we certainly in this city should be able to support 
two auditoriums, particularly when one has such an interesting | 


historical background.
